e Record the source for 
each item of informa- 
tion they collect. 
Test every hypothesis or 
theory against credible 
evidence, and reject 
those that are not sup- 
ported by the evidence. 
Seek original records, 
or reproduced images of 
them when there is rea- 
sonable assurance they 
have not been altered, 


e Use compiliations, com- 
munications and pub- 
lished works, whether 
paper or electronic, pri- 
marily for their value as 
guides to locating the 
original records. 

State something as fact 
only when it is supported 
by convincing evidence, 
and identify the evidence 
when.communicating the 
fact to others. 

Limith with worlds like 
‘probable’ or ‘possible’ 
any statement that is 
based _on less than con- 
vincing evidence, and 
state the reasons for con- 
cluding that is is probable 
or possible. 

Avoid misleading other 


distributing or publishing 
inaccurate information. 
State carefully and honestly 
the results of their own re- 
search, and acknowledge all 
use of other researcher’s 
work. 


e Recognize the collegial na- 


ture of genealogical re- 
search by making their 
work available to others 


through publication, or by 


placing copies in appropri- 
ate libraries or repositorites, 
and by welcoming critical 
comment. 

Consider with open minds 
new evidence or the com- 
ments of others on their 
work and the conclusions 
they have reached.

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George R. Benedict, re- 
tired farmer, was born June 
17, 1832 in Royalton, Nia- 
gara County, N.Y., where 
he lived on a farm until his 
twenty-second year. His 
education was in the tradi- 
tional log schoolhouse and 
in the Wyoming Seminary. 
After teaching two terms in 
New York and spending a 
year in the South, he lo- 
cated in Kane County, IIl., 
in 1857. Taught two terms 
in St. Charles, Kane 
County, Ill., and in the 
spring of 1858 moved to 
Aurora, Kane County, and 
engaged in clerking, where 
he remained until July, 
1859. Was in Clay County, 
Mo., in 1859-'60, and in 
July, 1861, located in 
Granada, Nemaha County, 
Kan. After teaching three 
terms of school, he enlisted 
in the Thirteenth Kansas 
Voluntary Infantry. Fought 
at Cane Hill and Prairie 
Grove; was then assigned 
to the Second Kansas col- 
ored, and at the battle of 
Jenkin's Ferry, received a 
ball in the upper left arm, 
partially disabling it. His 
recovery and discharge was 
followed by the commis- 
sion as Second Lieutenant. 
Again locating in Granada, 
he made various trips acoss 
the plains during the two 
seasons following. In 1869, 
while farming in that town- 
ship, he was elected Clerk 
of the District Court, which 
office he held four consecu- 
tive terms, his family resid- 
ing in Seneca. Mr. Benedict 
began in Kansas with about 
$300, but by care, labor and 
judicious buying and sell- 
ing, he has a farm of 790

acres, three or four village 
houses and lots, and is well 
known as a money loaner. 
He married in Granada, 
Miss S. Isabelle Hart, 
daughter of W. J. Hart, de- 
ceased of Powhattan. They 
have three children -- Mary 
L., George R., Emily I., all 
born in Nemaha county, 
Kan. Mr. Benedict and 
family belong to the 
Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and he is a mem- 
ber of the Masonic Lodge 
and Chapter. 


John Y. Benfer sign and 
carriage painter, was bom 
in 1884 in Union County, 
Penn. Reared in Seneca 
County, Ohio and learned 
his trade in Norwalk, Ohio. 
He enlisted in the One 
Hundred and Twenty- 
Third Ohio Volunteer in- 
fantry, and served tow 
years in the Shenandoah 
Valley; participating in the 
Winchester and other his- 
toric battles, and one year 
with the army of the 
James; was three time cap- 
tured and once escaped, 
the third time being re- 
leased at the surrender of 
Lee at Appomattox. At 
Winchester he was 
wounded. After the war he 
worked at his trade in 
Michigan and Indiana until 
1869, when he located in 
Seneca. Mr. Benfer is a 
thorough master of his 
trade and has a well or- 
dered and occupied shop. 
For ten years he was an 
extensive dealer in paints, 
oils, varnishes, etc. He 
married Lizzie Aigler of 
his native county. They 
have one child -- Claude 


D., born in Elkhart County, 
Ind. Mr. Benfer is a member 
of the A.O.U.W., and is now 
building a roomy and pic- 
turesque home of his own 
design. 


Thomas Bennett, harness- 
maker and saddler, is a na- 
tive of Cobourg, Canada.

tennial history 
"On October 8, 
1861, Gov. Carney called 
out the militia and available 
militiamen of the county 
moved toward the border. 
On the 10", Gen. S. R. Cur- 
tis proclaimed martial law in 
the state. It was estimated 
that 20,000 citizens were at 
Atchison. Gen. Sterling 
Price, who commanded the 
rebel forces, retreated from 
the border about Oct. 25, In 
the summer of this year, the 
Indians made raids on the 
settlers on the Blue and 
westward and this county 
was nearly denuded of its 
men. In Seneca, Finley Lap- 
pin, O.C. Bruner, J. H. 
Peckham, postmaster and J. 
W. Tuller remained. Mr. 
Bruner (grandfather of Mrs. 
Glen F. Murphy) was ap- 
pointed provost marshal 
with authority to detain the 
train that might reach this 
place from the Missouri 
river. And so in accordance 


with orders received there 
were 400 men encamped 
here for a few days. Byron 
Sherry was_ Brigadier 
General of the 2"! Kansas 
Brigade; John E. Smith, 
(grandfather of Amos 
Smith) was captain and as- 
sistant adjutant general. 
This county made up the 
22" regiment of Kansas 
state militia. James P. Tay- 
lor was its colonel; Lewis 
Sheeley, lieut.-col.; Isaac 
G. Coleman, major; Wm. 
F. Wells adjt.' Boliver 
Schofield, quartermaster; 
John S. Hidden, surgeon. 
There were companies A 
to I inclusive and Louis J. 
McGoward, Robert Lit- 
tle, J. H. Higgins, Wm. C. 
Vassar, Morton Cave, 
Thos. S. Wright, John N. 
Cline, Aaron Magill and 
Nathan W. Dressie were 
the captains. 


The Eighth Kansas, to 
which the most of the 
Nemaha county soldiers 
belonged, was engaged in 
Mississippi and Ohio un- 
der severe hardships. tHe 
boys must have been 
poorly led and as badly 
fed. At length they came 
under the command of 
General Rosecrans and 
later General Grant. Then 
came real fighting instead 
of fruitless skirmishing. 
They fought at Lookout 
Mountain, Orchard Knob, 
Chattanooga and Chicka- 
mauga. They served under 
Col. Martin, afterwards to 
become governor. The 
Eighth lost 267 men at 
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Chickamauga out of an en- 
listment of 408. Late in the 
war the regiment was or- 
dered to Texas where it did 
provost duty at San Anto- 
nio until mustered out Nov. 
29, 1865. 


Fifty Nemaha county men 
belonged to the 9" Cavalry, 
fighting mostly in Missouri 
and Arkansas in guerilla 
warfare. Col. Thomas Dell 
of Centralia was killed in 
the Battle of Westport, Mo., 
June 17, 1863. John T. 
Spencer of Granada died of 
wounds at Rosedale, 
Arkansas. Thos. B. Cum- 
mings was killed by gueril- 
las at Greenfield, Mo. Two 
sons of E. J. Emery lost 
their lives, George was 
drowned in the Ohio river 
and Edwin was_ ship- 
wrecked off the North Car- 
olina coast. These were 
brothers of the late Judge R. 
M. Emery. 


It is impossible to cover the 
exploits of the scores of 
Nemaha county men in the 
Civil conflict within the 
scope of this edition. When 
this is written in mid- 
summer, 1938, but four are 
left; Capt. John Irwin, Cen- 
tralia; Joshua Henry, A. M. 
Pittman and John Hoover, 
Sabetha.

The Federation of 
Genealogical Societies

The records, which 
are already dimming 
with time, are extremely

J. W. Bergen, superintendent 
of the Seneca Mills, was born 
in 1829, in Menard County, 
I. He attained man's stature 
on a farm. He spent twelve 
years in Galesburg, Ill. And 
came from Mason City, IH to 
Seneca in 1879. He married in 
his and her native Ill Miss 
Lucretia Curry. They have two 
sons - Abraham G., born in 
Knox County, Ill., and now a 
theological student in Lincoin, 
I., and George Ill, now in 
mercantile business in Lin- 
coln, IH. The family faith is the 
Cumberland _ Presbyterian, 
though through lack of organi- 
zation in Seneca, Mr. Bergen 
worships with the Congrega- 
tionalists, of which church he 
is now a deacon and also 
church clerk. 


James L. Brockman, City 
Clerk, was born in 1845, in 
Mount Sterling, Ill. His father, 
Lewis Brockman, removed 
with his family in 1857 to 
Pardee, Atchison County, 
Kan., where he died. J. L. 
Brockman enlisted August 22, 
1862, in the Thirteenth Kansas 
Volunteer Infantry. Served 
with his regiment in its most 
dangerous and efficient war- 
fare against Quantrell, Mar- 
maduke, Price and Hindoman. 
During six months of 1864- 
1865, he served as chief or- 
derly and clerk in the Provost 
Marshall's headquarters at 
Van Buren, Ark. He was dis- 
charged with the regiment, 
June 26, 1865. Returned to his 
Pardee home, which he left in 
1869, to take a homestead in 
Nemaha County, Kan.; losing 
this on account of sickness, he 
has, since 1877, resided in 
Seneca, the present being his 
third term as City Clerk. He

married in Pardee, Kan., Miss 
Maggie M. Curry, who was 
born near Columbus, Ohio. 
They have four children -- 
Robert L., born in Pardee; 
Franklin J., Mary E. and 
Sarah M. all born in Nemaha 
County, Kan. Mr. Brockman 
is a Republican; has een a 
member of the U.W., and the 
A. O. U. T. of Seneca, and a 
man universally respected for 
manly qualtities. 


C. H. Buckman, merchant of 
fine old Kentucky family, rep- 
resenting the third generation 
identified with that State. His 
grandfather, James Buckman, 
a Marylander with Ignatius 
Buckman and Ignatius Yates, 
a brother and brother-in-law, 
settled on the “dark and 
bloody ground" of Kentucky 
in 1808. Both Yates and Ig- 
natius Buckman were 
butchered by the Indians 
within four years. Jas. W. 
Buckman, father of C. H. and 
son of Jas. Buckman, was born 
in Marion County, Ky.; reared 
a farmer; married Susan 
Yates, and died at the ages of 
sixty-five. C. H. Buckman, 
born in 1831, near Spring- 
field, Washington Ky., mer- 
chant. In April 1857, he re- 
moved to St. Joseph, Mo., 
where he was for twenty-one 
years actively engaged in mer- 
cantile business; twelve years 
(1865-77) as one of the firm of 
R. McDonald & Co. In April, 
1878, he began business with 
D. J. Firslenberger, in Seneca. 
This firm dissolved in August, 
1881, since which time Mr. 
Buckman has carried on busi- 
ness where he now is. He mar- 
ried, 1856, Miss Martha Quig- 
gins, a native o Elizabtown, 
Ky. Their family of eight chil- 


dren were all born in St. 
Joseph, Mo. The family are 
Catholics in religion. 


Hiram Burgar, retired 
farmer, and one of the first 
settlers of Nemaha County, 
Kans., was born near Niagara 
Falls, Can., and reared in 
Canada, working in saw and 
woolen mills. In May, 1855, 
he brought his family to this 
county and located 
a claim in Rich- 
mond Township, 
living for several 
years in a clap- 
board roofed log 
shanty, 14x16 feed, 
the little sawed 
lumber used in its 
construction com- 
ing from St. 
Joseph, Mo., eighty miles dis- 
tant. For three or four years 
he had no mail whatever. In 
order to secure a warrant in 
which to locate his quarter 
section, he was compelled to 
mortgage the land, and be- 
gan, $40 in debt twenty acres 
near Seneca, and eighty acres 
three miles out. He married 
in Canada, Jane Metcalf, by 
whome he has seven children 
-- Mary, Ellen, Mattie, Henri- 
etta, Cornelia, and Cordelia 
(twins), and James H. The 
two eldest were born in 
Canada, the third in Jackson 
County, Jowa, and the 
others in Nemaha 
County, Kans. Mr. 
Burger is a republican 
and with his wife a mem- 
ber of the Methodist

Fourth Successful Reunion 


Thousands of people 
visited the community and en- 
joyed each others company 
amid pleasant surroundings. 
The second day eclipsed the 
others in the number of people 
present. The crowd was esti- 
mated at not less than 8000. 

Another 18” Senato- 
rial District G.A.R. Reunion, 
the fourth to be 
held in Corning, is 
another important 
event in the history 
of this community. 
Successful G.A.R. 
Reunions have 
been held previ- 
ously in Corning in 
the years 1896, 
1900 and 1906 but 
the Reunion in 1909 eclipsed 
all in attendance of people but 
it was the smallest in record of 
old soldiers. There being only 
103 old soldiers present to 
register. In the year 1900 
there were 200 old soldiers 
registered. In 1906 there were 
132 registered. This year there 
were only 103 registered. 
Many have fallen from the 
ranks and are resting in 
graves in a land they loved 
and for which they willingly 
offered their lives as a sacri- 
fice. May their peaceful rest- 
ing places never be disturbed 
by the fierce screech and thun- 
der of a battles shot and shell. 
May our land preserve its 
freedom and peace henceforth 
without the terrible afflictions 
necessary when grave ques- 
tions are settle din bloody 
strife. We wish PEACE. 

Thursday forenoon 
was used to assign arrivals to 
quarters. The business houses 
public buildings and resi- 


dences were decorated with 
the national colors an dplaced 
in proper array for the grand 
reception of th eguests. 

Large United States 
flags were floated from the 
flag tower near the bank and 
from th etall flag pole at Camp 
Mills. 

The Centralia band 
arrived at noon via automobile 
and immediately placed them- 
selves under the command of 
the G.A.R. and gave a fine 
concert at Camp Mills from 
1:30 to 2:00 o'clock while the 
crowd was gathering. At 2:00 
o'clock the band pealed forth a 
medly of national airs after 
which Chairman E. S. Ver- 
non, called for order and Rev. 
Beauchamp asked the blessing 
of God upon the Reunion. 
Mayor I. H. Magill gave the 
address of welcome and deliv- 
ered the key of the city to the 
people. The response was 
given by Rev. Brown of Cen- 
tralia who was recognized as 
the master of ceremonies, af- 
ter which Rev. Halbert deliv- 
ered an interesting address. 
The program was carried out 
in the evening and the next 
two days as it was published 
July 29" in the Gazette except- 
ing the absence of some of the 
orators who were detained un- 
avoidably and could not be 
present. Hon. A. W. Smith of 
Marysville and Hon. A. E. 
Crane of Holton, were called 
and delivered interesting ad- 
dresses although they were not 
on the program.

Old Soldiers’ reunions were held almost every year in Seneca while the veterans were still vigerous. 
Later on, when they became too infirm to arrange such things, small groups would meet in the shade of 
the bandstand and fight their battles over again. Memorial Day was observed with great ceremony. 
Seneca’s last to survive was Uncle Jim Countryman, flagbearer of George Graham Post, G.A.R. 

Quoting the Centennial History again: 

“A meeting was held at the court house early in April, 1865 to rejoice over the triumph of our armies 
and the surrender of the insurgents, but scarecely were the rejoicings over with ere there came mournful 
tidings that the great and good Lincoln had been assassinated. If there were no eyes here that were not be- 
dewed with tears there were no countenances that did not express the feeling that a great calamity had be- 
fallen the people of our country. Not long thereafter, a meeting was held one day at the court house for the 
purpose of publicly expressing that sorrow.” 

The population returned in 1865 was 2,638. In the state election of 1866, the county polled 561 
votes. 

The county was in disputation in 1866 over the question of woman suffrage. On a question to strike 
the word male from the constitution the proposition was rejeted 427 to 217. 

In more than three-quarters of a century of history, Nemaha county has been opposed to capital pun- 
ishment with one exception. Melvin Baugn, horse thief, was implicated in killing Jesse S. Dennis. He was 
executed near the jail in 1867. 

There is at least one record of lyching. That was in 1865, near Baker’s ford. The victim was Miles N. 
Carter, who with A. M. Smith and Milton R. Winters were accused of having stolen horses in their pos- 
session. John H. Blevins, the owner, came here with Edgar Nuxam, an officer from Doniphan county and 
stopped at Smith’s livery stables. They came upon Carter and Winter as they were about to ride the horses 
away. Nuzam drew a pistol. At this, A. M. Smith fired at Nuzam and Blevins, Blevins being fatally 
wounded. Carter, Winters and Smith escaped, but Sheriff Boulton later arrested Carter. Twenty men took 
him from jail at night, spirited him to Baker’s ford and hung him to a tree. Winters was arrested and tried 
here in 1866 and drew 25 years. A. M. Smith was never heard of thereafter.

T. B. Collins, liveryman 
and farmer, Seneca, was 
born in 1836 in Trumbull 
County, Ohio, and reared on 
a farm in Cass County, IIl., 
where his people settled in 
1842. He located in Albany, 
Nemaha Co., Kans., in 
1865, and with his family 
lived there fifteen years. He 
married in Cass County, Iil., 
Miss Mary Pothecary, by 
whom he has four children, 
two born in Cass County, 
Ill., and the other two in 
Nemaha County, Kan. J. T. 
Brady and T. B. Collins 
claim the honor of having 
been the first men in Kansas 
to begin stock fattening on a 
large scale. They began in 
1867 and in 1858 fed 125 
head of cattle. In 1869 a 
drove or bunch of 800 head 
was fattened and sold to Illi- 
nois drovers. Thereafter, for 
ten years they annually han- 
dled from 2,000 to 3,000 
head. In 1880 Mr. Collins 
bought a farm south of 
Seneca, and in June of that 
year built the largest livery 
barn in the county. It is 32 x 
80 feet with sheds for twenty 
horses. He owns forty-five 
horses, including, "Nugget," 
bred by Gen. Harden, of 
Tennessee, from imported 
“Bonnie Scotland.” 


M. M. Burger, farmer, P.O. 
Seneca, was born in 1816 in 
Niagara County, N.Y. 
Reared in Genesee County, 
N.Y., and Crawford County, 
Pa., which county he left in 
1850 for the West; settling 
in Allamakee County, Iowa, 


locating on Indian land, he 
improved a farm. Twelve 
years later moved to IIli- 
nois, where he started a 
fruit farm; this Egyptian 
venture proved a failure. 
He came to Kansas 
inl1870, locating on his 
present farm. Has 180 
acres, 25 of timber, and a 
fine 3-acre grove of black 
walnut.

W. M. Butler of Bulter 
and Co., Seneca Foundry, 
was born 1835 in Stafford- 
shire, Eng., and has 
worked in machine shops 
and foundries since he was 
eight years old. He came to 
America in 1853, and for 
ten years worked in the 
shops of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad at Chicago; 
he then went to Denver, 
Col., and started what is 
not the "Vulcan Foundry;"” 
two years later he returned 
to Chicago, where he was 
employed as a machinist 
and engineer on the 
Goodrich line of lake 
steamers. In 1867 he 
opened up a new foundry 
in Wankegan, Ill., which 


he managed fourteen years, 
selling it and coming to 
Kansas in 1879. Here he 
started the Marysville 
Foundrey, and in January, 
1881, the Seneca Foundry. 
The firm make a specialty of 
building fronts, crossing 
and breaking plows, land 
rollers, etc. Mr. Butler mar- 
ried Mary Rone; they have 
three children -- Jos.

Batson Dennis, deceased, 
was born in 1796, in Henry 
County, Ky.; settled thirty- 
four years after in McLean 
County, Ill., and came from 
there to Nemaha County, 
Kan., in 1956. With him 
were his wife and children, 
Samuel, Joseph W., John 
H., Jesse S. and Batson J; 
also Nancy, wife of J. 
Keenan. Batson Dennis, Sr., 
pre-empted government 
land south of Seneca, and 
lived there until his death in 
1877, his wife having died 
previously. Jesse S. Dennis 
was murdered in 1866, by 
one Bohn, who was hung 
two years later in Seneca. 
There are now only three 
representatives of this pio- 
neer family left in Nemaha 
County, Kan.; these are 
Joseph W., Batson, Jr., and 
John H., all substantial 
farmers. Batson Dennis, Sr., 
met his death in conse- 
quence of injuries sustained 
while trying to mount a 
horse.

Organized 
Aug. 22,1880 

The Oneida Christian 
church had a successful and 
largely attended fifty-fifth 
anniversary celebration last 
Sunday. Ministers from else- 
where who participated in 
the program were E. C. 
DAVIS of Brock, Nebr., 
Franklin PARNELL of Peru, 
Nebr., Warren LONG of Ne- 
braska City, Nebr., J. S. 
REEL of Pawnee City, Nebr., 
J.C. OWENS of Morrill, 
Kansas and Chas. A. 
RICHARD. Local people 
also participated. This 
church was organized Au- 
gust 22, 1880. 

The charter members 
were J. B. ELIOTT, Jesse 
ADAMSON, Moses M. 
CHASE, who were the first 
elders. Joseph WILLARD 
and J. O. BARNARD of 
Seneca, Kans. Former mem- 
bers and who were the first 
deacons; Milo, Charles and 
Orris ELIOTT; Effie EL- 
LIOTT (now Mrs. O. L. 
BRAINARD of Manhattan 
Beach, Calif.), Lizzie B. EL- 
LIOTT, Eliza WILLARD, 
Laura WILLARD (now Mrs. 
Laura BRINKWORTH of 
Hays, _ Ks.), G. A. 
BARNARD, Clementine EL- 
LIOTT, Ora SPARLING, E. 
W. MINCHELL, M. J. 
ADAMSON, Eliza 
WILLIAMS, Moss PRICE

Much good has been done 
by the church through the 
years and a number of strong 
lay leaders were developed 
there who went out to be 
church leaders in other places. 
Sed. S. STEVENSON has 
been Sunday 
School Superinten- 
dent for thirty-four 
years and also an 
efficient chorister 
and singer; Mrs. 
STEVENSON for 
about the same 
length of time has 
been chief pianist, 
also teacher of the 
young peoples class 
Mrs. G. W. POTTS has been 
cradle roll superintendent and 
beginners teacher for nineteen 
years. 108 babies have been of 
the cradle roll in this time. 
Emery CONWELL has served 
as elder for thirty years. 

For a number of years a 
church at Victory in Ford 
neighborhood was ministered 
by Oneida pastors as a part of 
their work. The church now 
has a resident membership of 
eighty-seven, fifteen of whom 
are of the Ford community. 
The church throughout its life 
has been free from any spirit 
of dissention. Ministers and 
workers present and past, per- 
sonally and thru letters, read 
at the anniversary, testify to 
the helpfulness to themselves 
of Oneida church contacts. 
The church building was 
erected in 1881, the north part 
being added in 1903; the par- 
sonage acquired in 1924.

A son is now 
connected with the State His- 
torical Society and has writ- 
ten many articles on early 
day Kansas history. 

In the November elec- 
tion, 1875 the county polled 
1541 votes. 

December 20, 1876, 
Samuel LAPPIN, Nemaha 
county’s state treasurer and 
Seneca town founder, in- 
volved in shortage, sent his 
resignatin to Gov. OSBORN. 

When the first court 
house burned in 1860, due, it 
was said at the time to an 
effort of an incendiary to get 
even with Byron SHERRY, 
lawyer, the town company 
gave the county a lot and 
building at what is now 5th 
and Castle streets. It was 


never popular as a place of 
county business and most of 
the offices were in various 
buildings around twon. The 
new building in 1870 be- 
came the propertyof Abijah 
Wells. 

Attempts to build a 
proper cout hosue were de- 
feated until 1871 when the 
sale of lots given the county 
by the town company netted 
$11,000. This sum, added to 
money from other sources 
created a building fund of 
$18,000. the voters were 
asked to pledge bonds for 
$12,000 making $30,000 
available. The majority for 
the court house was 289. 
ground for the new building 
was broken April 13, 1871. 
This building burned March 
4, 1876. Small boys had the 
habit of playing there. Some 
of them were burning cork 
in order to blacken up for a 
show. Whatever the cause, 
the fire was sicovered in a 
box of rubbish in the jury 
room. Nearly all the county 
records were saved. The 
building was insured for 
$20,000 and this became the 
nucleus of the structure that 
was completed in 1877. 

It was the building of 
1877 that was partially de- 
stroyed in the tornado of 
1896. After the ‘96 tornado 
the commissioners called 
upon the election to vote 
bonds for $40,000 but the 
proposal was decisively 
beaten. Whereupon _ the 
storm twisted building was 
repaired at a cost of $14,572. 
It is certain that foundation 
stones of the building 


burned in 1876, remain in 
place today. They show 
traces of fire. 

Now, in 1938, the 
county is faced with the same 
problem which confronted it 
so many times in its earlier 
history. The county has had 
six court hosues, county the 
country store at Old Rich- 
mond. The average life of the 
buildings has been 14 years. 

Nemaha county’s devel- 
opment really dates from the 
close of the Civil War. Prior 
tot hat time most farms were 
along the streams but after 
the war the uplands came 
under the plow. There wer at 
least two decades, beginning 
with the seventies, when 
scores of Germans settled 
here. Large numbers of them 
came from Oldenberg. There 
were a hard-working thrifty 
people. With them came the 
Irish, to a smaller extent, the 
Swiss and French. Curiously, 
the county did not lure the 
Swedes although many of 
these did settle just over the 
line in Marshall county. 

Not so many years ago it 
was nothing uncommon to 
hear German spoken on the 
streets of Seneca. In that pe- 
riod stores liked to have 
clerks who could speak the 
language. Today German is 
seldom heard. The older im- 
migrants are nearly all gone 
and the younger generation 
hs been thoroughly assimi- 
lated.

Thomas Cave, deceased, 
was born September 29, 
1826 in England, and with 
only his kit of carpenter 
tools came to America 
when he was twenty-one, 
locating in Grant County, 
Canada. He married Hattie 
M. Adams of St. Cather- 
ine's Canada, of which city 
her ancestors were the 
founders. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cave came to Seneca in 
1860, and the same year 
purchased “Forest Home," 
the present family farm, 
and began planting trees, 
many of which are now 
large enough for new logs. 
Mr. Cave died July 18, 
1869, and the property is 
still in possession of the 
family. There are now six 
living children -- John, 
James and Thomas by a 
former marriage with 
Mary McDermott, de- 
ceased and three -- Wil- 
liam, Hattie and Fred by 
second marriage. The four 
eldest were born in Can- 
ada, and the others in Kan- 
sas. Mr. Cave was a Re- 
publican, politically, and a 
Universalist in religion. 


Rev. D. H. Cottrell, pas- 
tor of the Seneca Baptist 
Church was born in 1841, 
in Portage County, Ohio; 
was reared in Cleveland, 
graduating from the city 
high school. Later he stud- 
ied at Baldwin University, 
and at Oberlin College, 
entering upon the ministry 


in 1870. As an evangelist 
he labored in east and 
middle Tennessee and 
southern Kentucky several 
years, having _ settled 
charge of three churches 
in East Tennessee. In Oc- 
tober, 1881, he came to 
Seneca. His wife was Lib- 
bie Reynolds, a native of 
England. 


Joseph W. Dennis, 
farmer, P.O. Seneca, is a 
son of Batson Dennis and 
settled with his father and 
four brothers, in Nemaha 
County, in June 1856. He 
was born in 1825 in Henry 
County, KY., and married 
in 1847 in DeWitt County, 
Ill., Mary A. Young. Mr. 
Dennis bought 160 acres 
of his present farm of Wil- 
liam Berry, for $75, and 
has added 480 acres, own- 
ing 240 acres besides in 
Harrison Township. Mr. 
and Mrs. Dennis lived 
four years in a log cabin, 
seeing their full share of 
the shadows that ever be- 
set the pioneer's pathway. 
They are members of the 
Harmony Baptist church, 
and have four children 
living - Amanda, Camp- 
bell W., Ellen and J. 
Phillip; having lost six 
children. 


Hugh Draney, deceased, 
was a native of Ireland, 
who emigrated to Canada, 
and there married Marga- 
ret Connelly. In 1856 they 
brought six healthy sons 
and a daughter to eastern 
Iowa, where the father 
died in the spring of 1857. 
The widow and children 


came out to Kansas that 
summer and located on a 
farm in Wild Cat Creek, 
where the widow and the 
youngest son Michael still 
live, in Nemaha County. 


James Draney, farmer, P. 
O. Seneca, was born in 
1844 in Cobourg, Canada. 
He came in 1857 with his 
widowed mother, Margaret 
Draney, to Nemaha 
County, Kans., 
where he has since 
lived.

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The Last Spike! — The K.C_.W. & N.W. Is Here 


The First Train Ar- 
rived at 9:05 a.m. and 
the Officers of the Road 
Reached the City at 9:35 
a.m. January 11", 1888. 

On Tuesday evening, 
the track layers com- 
pleted their work and 
joined the spur of six 
miles out from this city 
and two strips of iron 
now directly unite Se- 
neca and Kansas City At 
9:0t engine No. 8, with 
Frank Greenwood at the 
foot board, whistled and 
our citizes were soon on 
the stir. Some had an in- 
timation that the officers 
of the road would soon 
arrive, and thirty minutes 
later the officers, in an 
elegantly equipped and 
furnished passenger 
coach, drawn by engine 
no. 6. K.C.W. & N.W. 
reached the city. 

The citizens had no 
definite information as to 
when they would arrive 
and consequently did not 
give them the reception 
they otherwise would. 
Carriage were soon pro- 
vided, however, and the 
guests were driven over 
the city, and finally 
brought up at Commer- 
cial, where the officers, 
members of the City 
Council, and a number 
of citizens refreshed their 
inner man, and the visi- 
tors returned to their car 
bound for Kansas City 
over the route that

Nemaha Valley.

The most harrowing 
experience any Nemaha 
county person ever en- 
dured was that of John 
GERMAN 's family, fa- 
ther, mother, five daugh- 
ters and one son. They 
were traveling to Colo- 
rado by covered wagon 
in August, 1874, and 
were attached by Chey- 
ennes in Chautauqua 
county. German and his 
wife and one daughter 
were killed outright. The 
little boy and another sis- 
ter saw the deed. The In- 
dians then killed the boy. 

The Indians carried 


four of the sisters, Julia, 
Sophia, Adelaide and 
Catherine with them 
four days when they 
came to a camp of sol- 
diers. Adelaide and 
Julia were abandoned 
on the prairie but luck- 
ily came to the place 
where the soldiers had 
been. They lived on 
what they found in the 
camp and on berries for 
six weeks when by the 
merest chance the sol- 
diers found them. 

In the meantime, 
Catherine and Sophia 
had been separated. 
Catharine was taken by 
the Cheyennes into 
New Mexico. Sophia 
went to Colorado with 
a file of Arapahoes. 
Catherine at length was 
discovered by a Texas 
chief who was grieved 
by the attack on her 
people. He promised to 
restore her to civiliza- 
tion. Enroute, a band of 
other Indians joined 
them. With them was 
Sophia and so these 
two sisters were re- 
united. Later, General 
Miles brought about the 
reunion of all four. 
Catharine married 
Amos SWERDFEGER 
of Granada township. 
Julia married a man by 


the name of BROOKS 
and moved to Califor- 
nia. Adelaide became 
Mrs. Frank ANDREWS 
of Bern and Sophia, 
Mrs. Albert FELDMAN 
or Richardson County, 
Nebraska.

“All the pieces fit to- 
gether!" But do they?

There are many 
places to obtain copies of 
other people's research. If 
you're like me, you'll go 
to untold lengths to locate 
new shreds of evidence to 
support my theories or cor- 
roborate evidence I've pre- 
viously uncovered. Here 
are some of the places I

look for genealogical 
information on a regu- 
lar basis: 


Libraries and 
Archives 


The library is still 
a favorite place to 
search for family his- 
torical information. I 
seek books about the 
surnames I am_  re- 
searching, as well as 
collateral and allied 
lines. I read books 
about state and local 
history. 

In addition, 
though, I spend time 
searching through the 
vertical files. Vertical

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files are those collections 
of papers, manuscripts and 
other unbound materials 
housed in libraries and 
archives, typically stored 
in file cabinets or other 
non-shelf containers. A 
responsible library will 
have done its best to cata- 
log the materials so that 
the researcher can deter- 
mine what is in the files. 
However, some libraries 
lack the funding and/or 
personnel resources to 
tackle the cataloging and 
indexing. Whenever I visit 
a library or archives in an 
area where I believe my 
ancestors may have lived, I 
always ask the reference 
librarian or archivist if all 
the materials in the verti- 
cal files has been included 
in the catalog. If the an- 
swer is "no" or “not all of 
it,” try to determine if the 
materials are organized in 
some manner so that you 
might be able to review the 
files. In one such collec- 
tion, I located a series of 
letters exchanged between 
the author of a local his- 
tory and my great-aunt 
during the years 1942 and 
1965. My great-aunt de- 
scribed my _ great- 
grandfather's mercantile 
store in the town, her work 
as the accountant for the 
store and as a clerk at the 
county courthouse, her sis- 
ter's work as a teacher for 
the deaf and blind, and a 
discussion about the evils 
of municipal fluoridation. 
If I hadn't asked, I never 
would have located these 


extraordinary documents. 


Genealogical and 
Historical Societies 


Members of genea- 
logical and historical so- 
cieties sponsor and pro- 
mote activities associated 
with collecting, catalog- 
ing, filing, preserving, 
publishing and promoting 
information of value to 
researchers. Their efforts 
are dependent on their 
members’ interests, fund- 
ing and a number of other 
influences. You'll find that 
the information these or- 
ganizations amass is pro- 
lific indeed. 

Works in progress, 
such as cemetery tran- 
scriptions, for instance, 
may take a long time, and 
may not be published for 
years. Personal research 
compiled by members or 
by other contributors may 
never be published, but 
may remain in the files for 
access by those who ask. 


Mailing Lists 


If you're using E- 
mail and the Internet, 
you're probably well aware 
of mailing lists. Mailing 
lists allow you to sub- 
scribe to a group of people 
who share an interest in a 
common subject, and who 
exchange E-mail about it. 
There are literally hun- 
dreds of mailing lists on 
the Internet that you may 
join. Some discuss specific 
surnames, and _ people 
share information they 
have. 


Others discuss specific 
geographical areas, such as 
the hundreds of mailing lists 
for countries, states, prov- 
inces, counties, parishes and 
other areas. Still others dis- 
cuss such topics as_ basic 
"how-to" information for 
newbies, ships passenger 
lists, immigration and natu- 
ralization, how to use the 
Internet, and a variety of 
other, more ob 


scure specialty top- 
ics.

com provides a place where 
people can submit their GED- 
COM files and where you can 
use powerful search facilities 
to locate records on specific 
individual ancestors. You can 
then move up or down 
through the family line- 
age to locate vital dates. The 
E-mail address of the submit- 
ter is included in the event 
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you wish to contact the per- 
son for more information. 
Access to this extensive da- 
tabase is free. 

The Family Tree 
Maker Web site at http:// 
www.familytreemaker.com/ 
provides a similar free re- 
pository to that of Ancestry. 
com.

Personal Web Pages 


Also as the Internet 
has grown, many people 
have taken to publishing 
their own Web pages. 

Learning how to cre- 
ate a Web page is a rela- 
tively easy task, and newer 
word processors such as 
Microsoft Word and Word- 
Perfect make the job simple 
indeed. Many people are 
extracting data and reports 
from their genealogical da- 
tabases and adding them to 
a Web page. There are 


many thousands of such 
Web pages, and you can 
access them using any of 
the search engines on the 
Web. Simply open a 
search engine, execute a 
search for a specific sur- 
name, and then review the 
search results list and con- 
nect to specific Web 


pages. 
CD-ROMs 


There are hundreds 
of CD-ROM products for 
genealogists. They include 
census records, marriage 
abstracts, the Social Secu- 
rity death Index (SSDI), 
and a wide array of other 
reference materials. There 
are also collections of 
family trees contributed by 
individuals and published 
on CD-ROM for purchase 
by others. The most nota- 
ble entry in this category 
is the series of World 
Family Tree (TM) CD's 
published by Broderbund. 
The bundled collections 
contain many thousands 
of family trees that may 
provide you with links to 
your own lines. 


Chats and IRCs 


The online services 
and the Internet provide 
another method of ex- 
changing information 
with other people -- chats. 
A chat provides a way, 
while you are connected, 
for you to type informa- 
tion back on your com- 
puter and transmit it into 
a common area (or chat 


room) where other people 
can see it and respond. 
Chat rooms have received 
a negative reputation as a 
place where illicit activi- 
ties take place. However, 
they are more frequently 
used as a forum where 
people can convene online 
to learn and to share infor- 
mation with one another. 
There are two distinct 
types of chat facilities: 

----- The online serv- 
ices provide a venue for 
genealogy chats. The most 
prolific is the Genealogy 
Forum on America Online, 
which has over 140 sched- 
uled chats each week. 

Many of these are 
hosted chats, where a 
member of the forum's 
staff acts as a moderator 
and facilitates the interac- 
tion between visitors, di- 
rects them to other re- 
sources of the forum, or 
who may present a talk or 
lecture on the topic at 
hand. Other chats are un- 
hosted, where visitors sim- 
ply drop in and discuss the 
scheduled topic. Compu- 
Serve likewise has a good 
schedule of chats and a 
well-informed staff of 
hosts. 

----- Internet Relay 
Chats (IRC) are similar to 
the unhosted chats in the 
Genealogy Forum on 
AOL. Using a connection 
through your Internet 
Service Provider including 
AOL, CompuServe, Prod- 
igy and others) and special 
IRC software such as 
MIRC or others, you 
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can connect with chat 
rooms on the Internet to 
discuss a wide range of 
genealogy topics. 


Message Boards 


The online services 
and some Internet Web 
sites provide message 
boards where you may 
post information about a 
surname or a particular 
individual you are re- 
searching. Other people 
read your posting and re- 
spond, on the message 
board itself, via E-mail or 
by both methods. 

It really is not un- 
common to make connec- 
tions with others research- 
ing the same person or 
surname you are. In fact, 
“cuzzie connections" are 
often made where you 
might meet descendants of 
parallel line. I have met 
several distant cousins on 
the message boards in the 
Genealogy Forum on AOL 
and we have exchanged a 
great deal of information. 


What Do I Do With The 
Information I Find At 
These Places? 


What is the first rule 
of genealogy? Maintain a 
healthy skepticism! Even if 
the information you 
located in one of these 
methods above seems like 
the perfect match and the 
answer to your genealo- 
gist's research prayer, don't 
take anything for granted. 
It is essential that you re- 


trace every other person's 
research steps to verify 
and corroborate every de- 
tail for yourself. Let's face 
it -- I wouldn't trust my 
own family's research! 
Why? They make mis- 
takes. 

Here are some rec- 
ommendations concerning 
the record: types I've dis- 
cussed above: 


1 Don't trust everything 
you see in print. 
Authors of genealogy 
books make mistakes, 
and people who tran- 
scribe and _ abstract 
courthouse records 
make assumptions that 
you might not make. 
Always double check 
the information in 
books with the primary 
source any time you 
can. In the absence of 
the primary source, 
look for corroboration 
or a preponderance of 
evidence that points to 
the correct fact. 


2 Carefully review infor- 
mation you find in a 
vertical file. Letters 
written by a person 
who claims to have 
done extensive and 
exhaustive research, 
pedigree charts and 
other materials should 
all be researched and 
corroborated. Take 
nothing for granted. 
Be wary of materials 
that may contain some 
bias or which may ex- 
press a view or hy- 
pothesis that affects 
the genealogical facts. 
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Watch for contradictory 
information. 
Make no assumptions 
about the quality of re- 
search done by someone 
else. Anyone can make 
mistakes, including even 
the most highly certified 
professional genealogist 
and the most august of 
institutions. They, too, 
will tell you 
to recheck 
every fact. I 
have” re- Py. ;

American 
Revolution in 
which I have 
found certain 
errors. 


Mailing lists can pro- 
vide essential leads to 
point you in the right 
direction for important 
primary records. Re- 
member, however, that 
you don't know the other 
people on the mailing 
list or how good or bad 
they are at performing 
quality research. If you 
exchange information 
via a mailing list, con- 
tact the originator and 
request citations for 
their sources. With 
those in hand, you can 
verify their research 
yourself. 


GEDCOM files are 
wonderful pointers too, 
but they should never be 
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accepted at face value. 
The information you 
find in them may con- 
firm your research, but 
that doesn't mean that 
you BOTH didn't make 
the same error. If you 
locate a GEDCOM file 
at Ancestry, Family 
Tree Maker or in the 
Genealogy Forum that 
looks like a match, do 
your best to make con- 
tact with the submitter. 
(Look for their E-mail 
address and communi- 
cate electronically if 
you can.) Request cop- 
ies of their source cita- 
tions so you can retrace 
their research steps. 
Offer to reimburse 
them for photocopies of 
materials they might 
have that substantiate 
or corroborate facts. 


6 Anyone can publish a 
Web page, and the ge- 
nealogical information 
you find on personal 
Web page should be 
viewed with  skepti- 
cism. Make contact and 
ask for source citations 
so you can verify the 
author's research. 


7 CD-ROMs are as sus- 
pect as other GED- 
COM files. 


8 Chats can be a won- 
derful resource for edu- 
cation and for getting 
questions about a spe- 
cific area or record type 
answered. Remember, 
however, that chats are 
an impersonal way of 


interacting with other 
people, and that the 
information someone 
may give you in a chat 
may be provided “off 
the top of their head," 
with little or no re- 
search performed. 
That doesn't mean that 
some wonderful people 
aren't out there who, 
when you ask your 
question, will pull a 
reference book off the 
shelf and look up in- 
formation for you. 
However, don't hesi- 
tate to ask the follow- 
on question, “Can you 
give me your source 
for that information?" 


Message boards are a 
wonderful place to 
post notices about 
what and who you are 
researching. As you're 
reading other people's 
messages, don't hesi- 
tate to send them a 
private E-mail asking 
them for their sources. 


10 Make fiends with 


other genealogists fa- 
miliar with these types 
of research resources. 
That may be one or 
several people. Ask for 
their advice if you 
have questions.

William F. Drees, of the 
firm of Drees & Assen- 
macher, was born Decem- 
ber 24, 1854, in Winne- 
shiek County, Iowa, and 
reared a farmer. He came 
in 1868 to Seneca, and 
clerked for L. Cohen, until 
the forming of his present 
partnership. He married in 
Seneca, Maggie Strauss, 
by whom he has one child. 
Mr. Assenmacher was 
born in Prussia, July 6, 
1853, and came to the 
United States when three 
years of age with his par- 
ents, who located first near 
Milwaukee, Wis, and in 
1859 came to Nemaha 
County, Kans., where he 
has spent his life. The firm 
was founded and business 
begun March 1882. The 
firm is regarded as a 
strong one, both in joint of 
resources and _ business 
ability, and has a very 
large and complete stock 
of general merchandise; is 
receiving constant acces- 
sions to meet the increas- 
ing trade with which the 
house is favored. 


Elbert Dumont, architect 
and builder, was born in 
1847, in Seneca County, 
N.Y. During the Rebellion 
he served in the One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh New 
York Volunteer Infantry, 
and in the Ninth Michigan 
Volunteer Infantry; was 
discharged from the army 


in October, 1865; attended 
school at the seminaries at

After living in Mis- 
souri three years, he came 
to Seneca, Nemaha 
County, Kans. For the last 
four years he has devoted 
his time to draughting and 
suprintending. Among the 
jobs that he has had 
charge of are the Nemaha 
county jail, the Firstenber- 
ger, Settle and Williams 
residences, the bank of 
Nemaha County, Burnett 
Block, the Centralia 
schoolhouse, and the Mor- 
ris Opera House of Wet- 
more. His wife was Mary 
E., daughter of O.C. 
Bruner, an early settler of 
Nemaha County, of which 
county he served as Treas- 
urer and Surveyor. Mr. 
And Mrs. Dumont have 
four children, all born in 
Seneca. 


E. J. Emery, President of 
the Nemaha County bank, 
Seneca, was born in 
Hunterdon County, N.J., 
September 1, 1814; is a 
son of John Emery of the 
same county, who re- 
moved his family to Cler- 
mont County, Ohio in 
1815.

Dick was city marshal of 
Seneca at the time and 
his father later became 
marshal. Lewis 
MILLER, Sabe- 
tha, afterward a 
captain, was a 
junior officer of 
the company. 
The company 
drilled at the old 
fair grounds in 
Topeka for 30 
days and was 
then sent to 
Camp Alger, Virginia. 
The company 
never did see foreign 
service. July 4° came 
word that Admiral 
SCHLEY had effectively 
dispensed of the Spanish 
fleet in the Battle of San- 
tago. Company K cursed 
its luck, fully realizing 
hostilities would not last 
long in Cuba after that. 
The division then 
marched 50 miles to 
Camp-_ Thoroughfare 
Gap, near Manassas, Va., 
It was then the Company 
received word of the 
death of Capt. 
SHERMAN of typhoid 
at Fort Myers hospital. 


The well-loved 
SHERMAN's death was 
a heavy blow to Seneca. 
There had been a scandal 
about "embalmed beef" 
sold the army by profi- 
teers and people's nerves 
were on edge. The body 
was sent home. To this 
day, many people here 
recall the funeral as the 
largest ever held in this 
community. The body lay 
in state in the corridor of 
the court house, recently 
repaired after the tornado 
two years before. The fu- 
neral was on Sunday af- 
ternoon and the people 
came from miles around. 
The editors and a brother 
drove to town in a one- 
horse cart. The funeral 
address was given by 
Rev. F. W. Emerson in 


the courtyard. 
Lieut. Louis 
MILLER _ succeeded 


Sherman in command. 
Capt. MILLER still lives 
in Sabetha. 


The World War Period 


Only 19 years di- 
vided the years between 
the Spanish-American 
and the World Wars. 
Once, in this period, 
Teddy Roosevelt laid 
down the law to Kaiser 
WILHELM. Near the 


end of the period, the U. 
S. had to send a punitive 
expedition against VILLA 
in Mexico. 

Generally speak- 
ing, they were prosperous 
years in Nemaha County. 
Lands increased in value, 
reaching their peak, of 
course, after the World 
War when farms in this 
country sold as high as 
$250 an acres. Many 
farmers assumed obliga- 
tions which they could 
never meet. In the begin- 
ning of the inflationary 
period which culminated 
so disastrously in 1929 
and 1930. When this is 
written in 1938, deflation 
has not been altogether 
checked and farming has 
become one of the most 
hazardous of American 
pursuits. 


World War Period 


The World War 
took the people of 
Nemaha county almost 
unawares. This was pri- 
marily to the second Wil- 
son campaign when the 
President owed his elec- 
tion to some extent to the 
slogan: “He kept us out 
of war.”

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63 Seneca Recruits 
Go to the Front 


Last Wednesday, May 4", in this 
city, 63 of the local sons of Nemaha and 
Brown counties were mustered into Un- 
cle Sam’s army. 

Major H. C. Lindsey of Topeka, 
of the First Kansas Regiment, and Drs. 
W H. Wharton of Yates Center, and N. 
Hayes of this city, composing the re- 
cruiting board, consummated their ser- 
vices in Seneca on Wednesday evening, 
by mustering into service the volunteers 
from Nemaha and Brown counties. The 
recruiting was slow, only six applicants 
from Brown county appeared before the 
Board. The rain has been pouring down 
in torrents all day and without cessation.

tion with his newspaper 
business, as soon as the 
latter became estab- 
lished. One year later he 
sold out his interest in the 
paper, and entering into 
partnership with M. V. 
Burdick, devoted all of 
his energies to the prac- 
tice of his chosen profes- 
sion. In 1860 renewed his 
editorial connection with 
the North Iowa Times, 
but the war breaking out, 
enlisted very soon after as 
a private in Company B, 
Seventh Iowa Infantry. 
Was taken prisoner at 
Belmont, Mo., on 
November 7, 1861. re- 
maining in the hands of 
the enemy for nearly a 
year. Was then in hospital 
at Annapolis from Octo- 
ber, 1862, to February, 
1863. Joined his regiment 
at Corinth, Miss. was 
promoted to Sergeant, 
and returned to Iowa in 
the spring of 1864. Mr. 
Felt proceeded immedi- 
ately to West Union, 
Fayette County, and es- 
tablished the Public 
Record: conducted it un- 
til 1866, when he sold 
out, and in May, 1867, 
started the Nashua Post. 
This he disposed of in 
1874, when he purchased 
an interest in the Water- 
loo Courier. In October, 
1875, he abandoned jour- 


nalism for a time, and es- 
tablished private bank at 
Nashua. Mr. Felt was 
postmaster at Nashua from 
1869 to 1874; was dele- 
gate to both Grant Con- 
ventions, being one of the 
Secretaries of that of 1868, 
and was Chairman of the 
Congressional Convention 
which nominated W. O. 
Deering, in August, 1867. 
In January, 1880, disposed 
of his bank, and removed 
to Seneca, where be estab- 
lished the Tribune, build- 
ing a magnificent brick of- 
fice for its accommoda- 
tion, at a cost of $8,000. 
The first issue of the 77ri- 
bune appeared June 7, 
1881. It is a handsome 
seven-column quarto, Re- 
publican in politics. Mr. 
Felt was married at Brad- 
ford. Iowa, on February 
21, 1858 to Emily 
Rutherford, of Fairfield, 
Ohio. They have three 
children-Edward, Harry 
and Bertha. 

JOHN FULLER, of 
Fuller & Son, hardware 
firm, Seneca John Fuller is 
a native of Horsham in the 
county of Sussex, Eng- 
land. His parents took him 
when a child, to Dorking, 
in the county of Surrey, 
where, under the tuition of 
his father, he leamed the 
trades of tinman, brazier 
and coppersmith. After 
serving seven years, he left 
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home at the early age of 

seventeen, and by perse- 

verance and close applica- 

tion, he mastered the vari- 

ous branches of those 

trades so as to be entitled 

to the name of a general 

sheet-metal worker; he 

also learned, in his spare 

time, the trade of shoe- 

maker, and made 

shoes for his 

family in what 

would have been, 

otherwise, “removed to 
leisure time for Seneca, where be 
ten years.

left England for 
Nemaha County, 
Kan., bringing 
with him six chil- 
dren, with barely 
enough means to get

Roots, another

ness and his 
trade, which proposition 
Mr. Fuller gladly accepted. 
Thus was founded a busi- 
ness that today occupies a 
front rank in the list of 
Seneca’s enterprises, in 
the early days of Kansas. 
Mr. Fuller prides himself 
on the record of his wife 
and children equally with 
his own; his good wife, 
though frail was yet en- 
dowed with the same 
eamest spirit of indepen- 
dent ambition, and desire 
to lift themselves to a bet- 
ter position in the world -- 
labored hard, like himself, 
at any, and everything she 


could find to do early, and 
late, for nearly three years, 
eaming from $250 to $300 
a year, besides giving a 
mother's care to her six 
thrifty children; the eldest 
son, Henry W., by work- 
ing while yet a boy, on the 
track for the St. Joe & 
Western Railroad, earned 
a goodly sum, which as- 
sisted his sire to buy out 
the interest of Mr. Roots 
in the business in January, 
1875. Since then, father 
and sons have steadily 
prospered as they have de- 
served to do, having all 
done their utmost to insure 
success, and as evidence 
of it have for inspection a 
$5,000 stock of hardware, 
stoves and tinware, etc., 
owning the building they 
now occupy, and real es- 
tate to the value of at least 
$10,00. Mrs. Fuller. was 
the eldest daughter of 
Henry Fagg, (many years 
engineer on the Southeast- 
em Railroad) of Ashford. 
county of Kent, at which 
place her six children who 
came with her were born. 
They now have seven liv- 
ing — Henry W., John, 


William £E., Walter, 
Martha I., Herbert and 
Beatus F. The two 


youngest were bom in 
Kansas. 

JAMES FULTON, 
proprietor of Elm Park, is 
a native of Seneca county, 
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N Y., was reared in 
Seneca County, Ohio, and 
in 1866 removed to 
Seneca. Kas. In 1870 he 
bought twenty acres of 
heavy timber skirting the 
Nemaha to the south of 
Seneca. Here he planted 
an orchard and small vine- 
yard, meanwhile working 
at his trade of carpenter -- 
building houses, barns, 
fences. etc. Elm Park, so 
named for a noble speci- 
men of that beautiful vari- 
ety of trees that stands 
near its centre, was 
opened to the public July 
1, 1882. It comprises 
about four acres of walnut, 
oak and elm timber, along 
the south bank of the 
Nemaha, and promises to 
become the popular resort 
of Nemaha County for 
pleasure seekers. Mr. Ful- 
ton and sons are constantly 
improving the grounds, 
naturally adapted to the 
use of picnic parties. A 
pavilion for music and 
dancing will soon be built, 
and numerous tables and 
seats provided. Mr. Fulton 
is also erecting a new resi- 
dence for himself opposite 
the Park. He married in 
Ohio, Margaret J. Moore.

About 5 o’clock Wednesday 
evening the company was mustered in 
and they at once proceeded to com- 
plete the organization of the company 
by electing our city marshal W. D.

After electing their Captain, the 
company fell in line and marched to the 
G.A.R. Hall, where the ladies of 
Seneca had prepared an elegant supper 
for the company., No company of wel- 
come guests ever sat down to a more 
bountiful repast of delicious viands, 
and the boys showed their appreciation 
in such a practical way that evinced the 
fact that they were good eaters as well 
as good fighters. Addresses, loaded to 
the guard with true American patrio- 


tism, were made by Maj. H. C. Lind- 
sey, Dr. W. H. Warton and local 
ministers of this city. 

The G.A.R. Hall was kept 
open all night for the accommoda- 
tion of the young soldiers, who en- 
joyed themselves with songs and mu- 
sical selections until train time. The 
ladies of the Seneca W. R.C. re- 
mained all night, and shortly before 
the company left for the depot 
this (Thursday) morning, served 
the company a nice lunch and 
hot coffee. The company then 
marched to the depot where two 
coaches awaited them and at 
3:30 am. left for St. Joseph.

Up until 1872 the 
voting place for Nemaha 
township was west of the 
Nemaha river, and it 
sometimes happened that 
the voters from the east 
were not able to reach 
the polls on account of 
high water. A. P. 
HEROLD, now of the 
Courier-Democrat, who 
lived about a mile west of 
where the city of Bern 
now stands, at that time 
got tired of going to the 
polls under such difficul- 
ties and went to work to 
bring about a division of 
the township. He got up 
the necessary petition and 
presented it to the board 
of county commissioners 
who gave them the right 
to organize as a separate 
township and asked Mr. 
HEROLD to give it a 
name. He selected the 
name of the “Father of 
his Country,” and he was 
elected trustee of the 
township twelve years in

succession, being recog- 
nized by everybody as 
the “daddy” of the 
township. 

In 1885 the town- 
ship voted bonds to the 
amount of $15,000 to 
secure the Rock Island 
railroad, the managers 
of which threatened to 
go through Gilman 
township if Washington 
failed to vote the bonds. 

The township has a 
population of 940, who 
own 640 horses, 60 


mules, 2,687 cattle, 
3653 hogs, 54 sheep, 
and 122 dogs.

Noah HAYES, M_D., is 
a native of 
Henry County, 
Ind., and was 
educated in 
the common 
schools and in 
Newcastle, 
Ind.; he en- 
listed, at sev- 
enteen, in the 
Thirty-sixth 
Indiana Volun- 
teer infantry, and 
served three years dur- 
ing the Civil War in the 
armies of the Cumber- 
land and Tennessee, 
participating in the bat- 
tles of Pittsburg Land- 
ing, Shiloh, Corinth, 
Stone River, Chatta- 
nooga, and the great 
battles preceding the 
investment of the At- 
lanta. Was granted a 
furlough about this 
time, and returned in 
time to take part in the 
battles of Pulaski, 
Franklin and Nashville. 
At the close of the war 
he returned to his na- 
tive county and at- 


tended and taught 
school until 1871, 
when he went to 
Washington, D.C. and 
in June of that year, 
sailed on the ill-fated 
“Polaris” for the 
North Pole. A history 
of this disastrous gov- 
ernment expedition 
need not be repeated 
here; suffice to say af- 
ter wintering in lati- 
tude eighty-two de- 
grees north, and 
spending nearly two 
years in the icy polar 
regions, he, with oth- 
ers, was picked up by 
the Scotch ship 
“Arctic;” landed at Pe- 
terhead, Scotland; 
made his way, by way 
of Dundee, to Liver- 
pool, and thence to 
the Untied States. On 
his return to Washing- 
ton he was in the em- 
ploy of the United 
States Patent Office 
for about tow years; 
was then on the Na- 
tional Bank Bureau, 
with J.D. Knox for 
one year. Entering the 
medical department of 
the Georgetown Col- 
lege, he graduated in 
1876. He came west 
to Fairbury, Neb., in 
1878, and on the out- 
break of the Leadville 
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excitement, wen 
thither to make or 
break, and succeeded 
in accomplishing the 
latter. After two years’ 
varied experiences in 
railroad surveys and 
other business, he lo- 
cated at Seneca in 
August 1881, forming 
a partnership with Dr. 
A. C. V. McNeil, the 
firm having since en- 
joyed a lucrative and 
increasing practice, 
which leads Dr. Hayes, 
as he looks back over 
the tumultuous and ex- 
citing episodes of the 
former years of his life 
to fully appreciate his 
present prosperity. 


J. E. HAZZARD, mer- 
chant, is a native of 
Scott County, Ind. 
Born in 1831. He was 
reared in Washington 
County, Ind., and in 
1859, left his native 
State for Kansas. In 
the spring of 1860, he 
went to the mountains 
of Colorado. During 
1861-62 he was in the 
employ of the Over- 
land Stage Company.

“Father of Waters” at 
Fort Madison, Iowa in 
1829, being among the 
first white settlers of that 
great state. Leroy John- 
son lived in Van Burren 
County until he was 
twenty-two, then spent 
about eight years in 
Shelby County. In 1859, 
he began as a freighter, 
traversing the great 
plains from Atchison, St. 
Joe, and Plattsmouth to 
Denver. In 1862 he be- 
gan at the carpenter’s 
trade in Denver; located 
at Seneca in July, 1865; 
worked as a carpenter 
until 1872, then began 
the furniture business as- 


sociation H.W. Jenkins 
in October 1880. Mr. 
Johnson married in Ash 
Point, Nemaha County, 
Kan., Miss Pauline 
Bland, who was born 
184?, in Franklin 
County, Ohio, and who 
settled in 186? in 
Nemaha County, Kan., 
where her brother and 
mother now live. Mr. 
and Mrs. Johnson be- 
long to the First Uni- 
versalist Church of Se- 
neca and he is a Repub- 
lican politically. 


Hon. Richard JOHN- 
SON, farmer, P.O. Se- 
neca, a was born in 
Montgomery County, 
Ind.; made his first loca- 
tion in Mahaska 
County, Iowa, and 
thence went in 1854 to 
California, driving his 
ox-team; spent three 
years in the mines, and 
two in the valleys; went 
to Colorado in 1860, 
and thence the same 
year to Nemaha 
County, Kan. His loca- 
tion was three and a 
half miles north of his 
present one; and during 
1861, the hard year saw 
times when corn meal, 
hauled sixty and eighty 
miles form Missouri, 
sold for $1 per bushel. 
Himself and family also 
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experienced the hard- 
ships that memorable 
January, 1861, when liv- 
ing in their log cabin 
surrounded by two feet 
of snow, though his de- 
voted wife who had 
crossed the plains with 
him seven year before 
was well used to priva- 
tion and danger. In 
1871, he settled where 
he now is — Section 10, 
Township 2, Range 12. 
He has 160 acres here 
and owns besides, the 
whole of Section 11. He 
has made good “marks” 
in the way of building 
and tree planting, and is 
eminently one of the 
prosperous pioneers of 
Kansas. In 1871-72 he 
was a member of the 
State Legislature, being 
the first Democrat to 
represent Nemaha 
County. In 1876-77 he 
was County Sheriff, and 
has been a local school 
officer for seventeen 
years past. His wife was 
Eliza Mettler, of New 
York. They have four 
children — Pierce, born 
in Mahaska County, 
Iowa; Irving, born in 
Sonma County, Cal.; 
Lydia and Ella both 
born in Nemaha County, 
Kan.

A new town has re- 
cently been started by 
New Englanders and 
Canadians in Nemaha 
county, Kansas, in an 
excellent locality and 
under such favorable 
conditions that its 
rapid growth is almost 
assured. It is well 
known that no settlers 
receive a heartier wel- 
come in Kansas than 
those who come from 
New England, and the 
railroads, in offering 
their lands for sale, are 
desirous of numbering 
as many New England- 
ers among them as 
possible, and the in- 
ducements are some- 
times extraordinary. 
The result is that hun- 
dreds of New Eng- 
landers (and farmers 
from across the bor- 
der) go to Kansas City 
every year. A few 
months ago Goff & 
Donahue, general 
Eastern agents at the 
Central Branch Union 
Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany at 210 Washing- 
ton street, made ar- 
rangements with the 
management of their 


road for opening up a 
section of their best 
farming lands about 
forty-seven miles from 
the Missouri River to 
such colonists as were 
likely to go West with 
some money, and 
would therefore make 
good farmers and 
good citizens. The 
railroad has been 
holding the land in re- 
serve, but Goff & 
Donahue, as the 
agents of the railroad 
in this city, have set to 
work with consider- 
able energy to build 
up the town. In this 
they are meeting with 
good success. The 
railroad is building a 
depot, and Mr. C. C. 
Abbott, from the east- 
ern township in the 
Province of Quebec, a 
smart and enterprising 
farmer and a man who 
has spent the past year 
traveling in the West 
with a view to settling 
in the best farming 
country he could find, 
has purchased land 
there, and is building a 
residence and store, 
and other dwelling 
houses are going up. 
The advantages of- 
fered to colonists ap- 
pear to be real ones. It 
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is certainly famous 
through the State, both 
for farming and stock- 
raising. Farmers enter 
as largely as they can 
into stock-raising, and 
make, it is said from 30 
to 50 per cent. One of 
the main inducements 
to those who wish to 
buy land, lies 
in the fact that 
the town of 
which we are 
speaking (to 
be called 
Goffstown) is 
only forty- 
seven miles 
form Atchison 
and yet the 
lands are as 
cheap ($3.50 to $7 an 
acre) as those 200 miles 
further west, and there 
is so much saved on the 
freight of product. The 
St. Joseph & Western 
Road runs fourteen 
miles north of the Cen- 
tral Branch, so that the 
extreme distance that 
any farmer must cart his 
produce is seven miles. 
All these facts are inter- 
esting to those who are 
about to leave for Kan- 
sas and such persons 
Save much expenses 
and time by finding out 
before they start just

Sother prom- 
ises to be one of the 
live towns of the 
Central Branch R.R. 
A good opening al- 
ready exists for a 
store as there are liv- 
ing within a radius of 
four miles of Sother 
nearly 200 families; 
and_ several parties 
are not prospecting 
the sight. A black- 
smith shop and lum- 
ber-yard are also 
needed. The town 
proposes to be a tem- 
perance people and 
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parties buying lots, 
are required to 
pledge their influ- 
ence against the liq- 
uor traffic. 


For the pres- 
ent, an unlimited 
number of lots will 
be donated to actual 
settlers — informa- 
tion regarding which 
can be obtained by 
addressing the post- 
master, Sother, 
Kansas.

S. S. KAYSBIER, M. 
D. was born in Wayne 
County, Ohio, in 1829., 
He is the son of Sa- 
mueal and Mary 
(SHULL) Kaysbier. The 
doctor was left father- 
less at the age of five 
years and from his tenth 
year lived in New Phila- 
delphia, Ohio. He began 
the study of medicine 
while in a drug store, at 
seventeen years of age; 
removed to Illinois at 
nineteen, graduated in 
the spring of 1852 from 
the Medical Department 
of the State University 
of Missouri at St. Louis; 
began practice in Tou- 
lon, Ill. In the fall of 
1852 he opened the first 
drug store in Toulon, 
and in 1857, in company 
with the late Rev. R. C. 
DUNN commenced the 
publication of the Stark 
County News, a weekly 
paper still in existence 
and in the editorial man- 
agement of which he 
continued until the war 
broke out. The doctor 
gained a fair reputation 
as a writer. He enlisted 


in the Band of the 
Forty-Seventh _ Illinois 
Volunteer Infantry, in 
1861, served until the 
regimental bands were 
discharged by Govern- 
ment, and afterwards as 
assistant surgeon, until 
1863; resigned on ac- 
count of sickness; prac- 
ticed in Rochester, IIl., 
and Toulon until 1870, 
when he came to Se- 
neca, where he has 
since resided and prac- 
ticed. The doctor mar- 
ried in Toulon, Iil., Miss 
Hannah J. WHITAKER, 
a native of Tioga 
County, Penn. They 
have six children — five 
born in Illinois and the 
youngest in Kansas. 
Their names are E. 
Lena, Mary, Fred. L., 
Kate, Minnie M. and 
Thayne. The doctor has 
a pleasant home, sur- 
rounded by an unusu- 
ally good showing of 
fruit, shade and oma- 
mental trees, flowers, 
shrubs, small fruits, 
etc., all of his own 
planting.

JUDGE HIRAM H. 
LANHAM, is a native 
of Hartford, Ohio Co., 
Ky.

His father, 
Elias G. LANHAM, was 
a North Carolinian and 
was a soldier in the war 
of 1812-15. His wife 
was Nancy A. White a 
native of Virginia. The 
family settled in 
Spencer County, Ind. in 
1836. After a few years 
H. H. LANHAM re- 
turned to Kentucky, 
where he engaged in 
farming. In 1848, he lo- 
cated on Grand Prairie, 
Ill, near Slabtown, 
where he ran a flouring 
and saw-mill. Five years 
later he came to St. Joe, 
Mo., thence in March 
1855, he made his final 
removal to and settled 
in Nemaha county, Kan. 
His father-in-law, Elder 
NEWTON, his _ three 
sons and Mr. LANHAM, 
at this time founded 
“Central City” six miles 
north of Seneca. A 
store and a feed and 
saw-mill once marked 
this spot, now a farm.

Another 
son-in-law Louis S. 
TREADWELL was in the 
navy yards on the east 
coast. Torn by the con- 
flicting emotions of mem- 
bers of his own family, 
Mr. SCOVILLE spoke 
gloomily. He ventured a 
remark that instigators of 
war should be “hung high 
as Haman.” It is a com- 
mon idea these days as 
war-weary people think of 
its futility but it aroused 
intense antagonism in 
1917. 
The influential Se- 


neca banker and his tal- 
ented wife, Mary Lin- 
coln Berger SCOVILLE, 
never recovered from 
the shock of the war 
itself, a rift in the DE- 
MuUMM family, the en- 
suing death of the 
beautiful daughter, 
Francis DE MUMM and 
the collapse of the 
SCOVILLE fortune. Mr. 
Scoville died late in 
1921, Mrs. SCOVILLE 
early in 192?. The final 
chapter in the history of 
the ill-fated SCOVILLE 
family was written July 
16 near Stanley, N. Da- 
kota when the older 
daughter, Mrs. 
Joesphine TREAD- 
WELL, and Mary DE- 
MUMM, daughter of 
Walter DEMUMM, 
were killed in an auto- 
mobile accident. 

The Congress 
decided upon universal 
military service and ap- 
pointed June 5, 1917 as 
Registration day. Sher- 
iff C. E. CARMAN, 
County Clerk W. L. 
KAUFFMAN, Dr. H. G 
Snyder made up the 
county draft board. The 
day of registration was 
made a holiday and pa- 
triotic fervor was in- 
tense. It rained so hard 


that some of Mitchell 
township boys had to 
swim to the township 
hall. Will Fuller deco- 
rated the Third War reg- 
istration booth. Herb 
Fuller, dressed as Uncle 
Sam, led the parade on 
Main street. Carl ILLES 
and Hubert Wiley 
flanked him carrying the 
colors of England and 
France. A meeting in the 
Seneca tabernacle was 
addressed by Dr. K. F. 
NANCE of the American 
Ambulance Corps. 
Seneca __regis- 
tered 922, Sabetha 116, 
Rock Creek 51, Rich- 
mond 57, Marion 67, 
Clear Creek 48, Nemaha 
59, Berwick 70, Wash- 
ington 66 Gilman 74, 
Capioma 69, Total reg- 
istration for the county 
was 1464 of which 579 
claimed no exemptions. 
The Courier- 
Democrat of July 12, 
1917 published the num- 
bers which had been as- 
signed to Nemaha regis- 
trants.

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A new town has re- 
cently been started by 
New Englanders and 
Canadians in Nemaha 
county, Kansas, in an 
excellent locality and 
under such favorable 
conditions that its rapid 
growth is almost as- 
sured. It is well known 
that no settlers receive a 
heartier welcome in 
Kansas than those who 
come from New Eng- 
land, and the railroads, 
in offering their lands 
for sale, are desirous of 
numbering as many New 
Englanders among them 
as possible, and the in- 
ducements are some- 
times extraordinary. The 
result is that hundreds of 
New Englanders (and 
farmers from across the 
border) go to Kansas 
City every year. A few 
months ago Goff & 
Donahue, general East- 
ern agents at the Central 
Branch Union Pacific 
Railroad Company at 
210 Washington street, 


made arrangements 
with the management of 
their road for opening 
up a section of their 
best farming lands 
about forty-seven miles 
from the Missouri River 
to such colonists as 
were likely to go West 
with some money, and 
would therefore make 
good farmers and good 
citizens. The railroad 
has been holding the 
land in reserve, but 
Goff & Donahue, as the 
agents of the railroad in 
this city, have set to 
work with considerable 
energy to build up the 
town. In this they are 
meeting with good suc- 
cess. The railroad is 
building a depot, and 
Mr. C. C. Abbott, from 
the eastern township in 
the Province of Quebec, 
a smart and enterprising 
farmer and a man who 
has spent the past year 
traveling in the West 
with a view to settling 
in the best farming 
country he could find, 
has purchased land 
there, and is building a 
residence and store, and 
other dwelling houses 
are going up. The ad- 


vantages offered to colo- 
nists appear to be real 
ones. It is certainly fa- 
mous through the State, 
both for farming and 
stock-raising. Farmers 
enter as largely as they 
can into stock-raising, 
and make, it is said from 
30 to 50 per 
cent.

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A returned missionary 
from South Africa 
spoke in a tent here 
one evening. We were 
told many interesting 
things about the na- 
tives and the country 
of South Africa. This 
missionary had been 
four years in Johannes- 
burg, but had to leave 
when the city was 
taken by the British. 
Her husband remained 
in Africa and sought 
refuge among the hea- 
then tribes along the 
coast 500 miles north. 


The recent rains have 
been propitious and 
timely. Corn is making 
a splendid growth and 
the potato crop is as- 
sured. Oats is being 
harvested, straw not so 
heavy but better filled 
than last year. 


Some of the finest 
tame hay is being har- 
vested we ever saw 
grow. Not quantity but 
quality, we speak of. 


There are many acres 
of alfalfa from which a 
second crop is ready 
to harvest. 


The dust storm in the 
evening and the heavy 
rains later in the night 
materially interfered 
with the tent meetings 
on Thursday evenings. 


The tent meetings are 
closed. The closing 
services consisted 
mainly of one of the 
most severe tirades of 
abuse by the 
“Wandering Shep- 
herd” we have ever 
heard. No one es- 
caped his vile tongue. 
Not being a member 
of any church organi- 
zation himself, but a 
“comeouter,” their 
preacher’s castigations 
of the churches were 
most severe, unkind, 
untrue, and unchris- 
tian. Secret societies 
came in for no small 
share of criticism, but 
the preacher being un- 
acquainted with the 
internal workings of 
these societies, he 
rounded about, expos- 
ing his ignorance until 
the congregation be- 
came disgusted and 
quietly withdrew form 
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the tent to their homes. 
That night the wander- 
ers left and it is to be 
hoped their future visits 
will be few and far be- 
tween.

The Red Cross Auction 

Seneca’s Red 
Cross auction on May 
1, 1918 was the most 
memorable war-time 
activity of the year. It 
was in charge of W. F. 
Thompsn, W.  F. 
Firstenberger, Peter 
Schmitt, Mrs. J. P. 
Koelzer, Mrs. T. E. 
Rooney, Mrs. A. W. 
Honeywell, Mrs. W. G. 
Rucker and Miss Jessie 
Fitzwater. Pens to hold 
the stock were set up 
along Main Street and 
furniture and odds and 
ends overflowed a large 
storeroom. Proceeds of 
the sale totaled more 
than $12,000. It was a 
local fund,  distin- 
guished from the na- 
tional campaign which 
followed later. Seneca 
women used some of 
the money to buy mate- 
rials to make knitted 
things for the soldiers 
and to make bandages 
and hospital supplies. 
The fund lasted all 
through the war and 
formed a nucleus for 
the permanent Nemaha 


County Red _ Cross 
Chapter. 

It drew one of the 
largest crowds seen in 
Seneca. One thousand 
dollars worth of meals 
was served. Little 
Estella Roeder gave her 
all — a pet lamb. The 
lamb brought $35. All 
the eggs laid — on the 
two preceeding Sundays 
by hens in this area were 
donated and Ben J. 
Stein paid $517.75 for 
them. The embroidery 
shop netted $409.

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1812. He removed in 
1850 to Fayette County, 
Ill., and in 1859 left with 
his team for Kansas. 
When he arrived. his fa- 
ther sold him eighty 
acres on which he lived 
about five years. The 
failure of the crop in 
1880, and the distress 
and privations, incidents 
thereto, fell heavily 
upon him and his. He 
began teaming to 
Kearney and other west- 
em points, and to Atchi- 
son; one trip made that 
fall occupied eleven 
days, he unloading his 
3,200 pound load eleven 
times on the way. He 
was paid $60 per hun- 
dred for hauling, sup- 
plies for the sufferers 
from Atchison and thus 
made some _ money. 
Since 1864 he has lived 
where we now find him; 
has owned a section of 
land here in all, but has 
given each of his sons 
and foster sons an 
eighty acre farm, now 
reserving 130 acres for 
himself and wife. He 
married in Hancock, 
Kentucky Mary Rusher, 
who died in 1851, leav- 
ing three sons— Festus 
M., John O. and Tho- 
mas R. In 1852 he was 
married again to Mrs.

REV. THOMAS 
NEWTON, Sr., de- 
ceased, one of the first 
to locate in Nemaha 
County, Kas., was born 
in Culpepper County, 
Va., and came with a 
wife and two sons, Ja- 
cob and John, in March, 
1854, settling on Sec- 
tion 1, Town 2, Range 
12. Green Key and fam- 
ily came with them, lo- 
cating near by (see early 
history of the county). 
Horace Newton came 
to Seneca in 1856 and 
so did Rev. Thomas 
Newton, whose manly 
fearlessness in preaching 
in the midst of a howl- 
ing Burr Oak bottom 
mob, that had threat- 
ened him with death, 
from the text “The 
wicked flee when no 
man pursueth,” etc., will 
long be remembered and 
admired. Rev. Thomas 
Newton, Sr., died Feb- 
ruary 21, 1881, in Mar- 
shall County, and his 


distinguished son died 
in Seneca, January 25, 
1867. Mr. Newton was 
the first preacher in 
Nemaha County, and 
married the first couple. 
His wife was the first 
woman and his son, Ja- 
cob B., the first man 
buried in the county. 


JAMES PARSONS, 
one of the early settlers 
and substantial men of 
Nemaha County, is a 
native of England, and 
came to the United 
States when fourteen 
years of age. Since 
1849 he has lived west 
of the Mississippi. He 
came to this county in 
1857, and bought of 
one Shafer a farm of 
320 acres near Baker’s 
Ford, paying $1,700 for 
it. The original pre- 
emptor was one 
Moore, a Pro-slavery 
man, at whose house so 
many illegal votes were 
cast by the Missouri 
“Border Ruffians” at 
the election of 1856. On 
account of this Moore 
was “bounced” by Jim 
Lane and his men. In 
1858, Mr. Parsons was 
elected County Sur- 
veyor, being the first to 
hold that office in 
Nemaha County. In 
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1859 he associated him- 
self with J. Blancett, and 
founded the town of Ash 
Point. During the rivalry 
between that point and 
Okeeta, Blancett killed a 
resident of Okeeta. Ash 
Point, curing 1859, ‘60’ 
and 61, contained three 
“ranches” or stores, a ho- 
tel and about 
thirty inhabi- 
tants. The con- 
struction of the 
St. J. & W. R. 
R. blasted the 
hopes of its pro- 
jectors, and it relapsed 
into a farm. In 1860, Mr. 
Parsons went to Colo- 
rado, and in 1861 en- 
listed in the Denver 
Home Guards. Later he 
recruited a company for 
a New Mexican regi- 
ment, and finally took the 
field as Second Lieuten- 
ant in the Second Colo- 
rado Volunteer Infantry. 
Served three years and 
came out a First Lieuten- 
ant. His was the regiment 
that pursued Quantrell 
and his horde of murder- 
ous thieves into Missouri 
after the sacking of Law- 
rence, they capturing a 
number of the guerrillas 
and much of the plunder. 
Gen. Ewing, Lieut. Col. 
Hays, himself and other 
Kansas officers, were the 


“Green Key and 
family came with 
them, locating 
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originators of the famous 
order “No. 11,” and this 
far-western regiment did 
its full share in the desul- 
tory warfare in New Mex- 
ico, Kansas, Missouri, and 
Arkansas. At the close of 
the war, Mr. Parsons lo- 
cated again on his farm, 
which he sold in 1870, 
taking up his residence in 
Seneca, where he engaged 
in buying, fattening and 
selling stock. In 1880-’81 
he was with his brother- 
in-law, C. N. Smith, in 
the boot and shoe busi- 
ness. Mr. Parsons married 
in Kane County, Ill, (her 
native county) Miss Hat- 
tie Smith.

May 26, 1918, a ter- 
rific tornado struck 
Bern, damaging scores 
of town residences and 
farm properties. 

The Masonic Tem- 
ple of Seneca was dedi- 
cated June 24, 1918. 

John P. Cone, first 
editor of the Courier, 
died August 16" at the 
home of a son in Larned, 
Kansas. 

The Courier- 
Democrat of those days 
was filled with letters 


from soldier boys, both 
in camp in the U.S. and 
abroad. The editor’s own 
regiment, the 353™, left 
Camp M. H. Long Is- 
land, early in June. The 
editor’s letters to his 
newspaper were com- 
piled in booklet form, a 
copy of which is in the 
Seneca library. 

The terrors of war 
were by no mans con- 
fined to the battlefields 
of France. In Nemaha 
county, scores of people 
died of influenza or 
pneumonia following in- 
fluenza, Some of the fin- 
est young people were 
tank. Nemaha county 
sent a number of physi- 
cians to the service and 
those left at home found 
their task almost beyond 
their strength. 

The Armistice 

The boys in France 
were not the only ones 
who were deceived by 
the false armistice of 
early October. There was 
a premature celebration 
in Seneca a few days be- 
fore November 11".

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J. H. PECKHAM was 
born May 30, 1826, in 
Ballston Spa, N.Y., 
where his early life was 
spent as a mercantile 
clerk. From 1857-’59 he 
was in the hardware 
business in Nemaha, 
Wis. In the spring of 
1860 he bought in Se- 
neca, lots where the Felt 
lot now stands, and ina 
small farm building 
opened a stock of gen- 
eral merchandise. In the 
spring of 1861, he was 
appointed postmaster of 
Seneca, and held the of- 
fice until the fall of 
1864; was elected Reg- 
ister of Deeds in the fall 
of 1861; he served one 
term and was then 
elected County Treas- 
urer, which office he 
held two terms and six 
months by appointment; 
he discontinued the mer- 
cantile business in the 
fall of 1861, but in the 
fall of 1863 opened a 
stock of tinware and 
hardware, that met with 
a ready sale, as it was 


the last chance for min- 
ers and prospectors go- 
ing west from Atchison 
and St. Joe. In 1869 he 
built the present G. W.

We next drove down to 
see a good looking 
young man by the name 
of P. C. Riley, who fa- 
ther, Frank Riles was 
one of the first settlers 
of Clear Creek and is 
still living, and is one of 
the large land owners of 
this and Marshall 
County. 


Mrs. Ellen McGinty and 
her two pretty daughters 
and son conduct their 
farm in an up-to-date 
manner. 


We drove through the 
woods and over the hills 
till we came to the 
house of j. M. Schmidt, 
who was using the kind 
of cultivator we like — 
one with a seat on it. 
The last we saw of him 
he had tied the lines 
round the plow handles 
and started the team 
through the field, and 
was busy reading the 
history of Clear Creek 
township in last week’s 
Courier Democrat. 


About this time we saw 
a rain storm coming, so 
we hit the high places 
and arrived in Seneca 
with nothing but the 
hind end of the buggy 
wet. 


Monday morning the 
first man we encoun- 
tered was Jake Froelich.

The town was awakened 
by the steam whistle at 
the light plant. The church 
bells began to ring early 
and kept it up all day. A 
collection was taken to 
encourage the bell ringers. 


The fire bell did extra 
duty. The bell was oper- 
ated by a descending 
weight. Boys climbed the 
tower and rode the weight 
down. The effect of it was 
to crack the bell and ruin 
it for the purpose it 
served. It was later taken 
to the city cemetery as a 


memorial to deceased 
firemen. 


An impromptu parade 
formed on Main Street 
led by the band and the 
fire department. Every 
flag and every piece of 
bunting in town was 
purchased and used to 
decorate vehicles. The 
Kaiser in effigy was 
dragged through the 
streets. Father 
Wassinger of Fidelity 
gave an address. 


There had been con- 
flicting reports about 
Earle W. Taylor, top 
sergeant of Co. F. 137" 
infantry. He was seen 
to fall in the bitter 
fighting of the Meuse- 
Argonne, Sept. 28". It 
was not until the fol- 
lowing spring that con- 
firmation of his death 
was certain enough to 
make it proper to hold 
a memorial service. 
Previously, similar 
services were held for 
Joe Henry and his 
cousin, Joe M. Gress, 
both of whom fell on 
the field of action. 


A few years after the 
war, it was decided to 
erect a memorial to all 
the boys who had been 
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in service and the Red 
Cross nurses as well. It 
was placed in the court- 
yard at Seneca. The 
names of all service per- 
sons are embossed in 
copper.

C. G. SCRAFFORD, 
the pioneer merchant of 
Seneca, was born Janu- 
ary 28, 1829 in Albany 
County, N.Y., is a son 
of George C. and 
Nancy (Hayes) Scraf- 
ford and grew to man- 
hood in Bellevue, Ohio. 
In 1856 he settled in 
White Cloud, Kansas, 
built the first hotel and 
saw-mill here. In Janu- 
ary, 1860 he opened the 
first general store in Se- 
neca (now the furniture 
store of M. Stein). The 
lumber for the building 
and the goods in the 
store were drawn from 
the Missouri river by 
ox-teams. For eight 
years, Mr. Scrafford 
continued the mercan- 
tile business, then asso- 
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ciating a brother-in-law, 
Samuel Lappin, the 
business was continued 
as Scrafford & Lappin, 
who in 1871 built the 
bank now prospering 
under the name of the 
State Bank of Kansas. 
In 1875, through finan- 
cial misfortune, the firm 
collapsed. Two years 


later Mr. Scrafford took | 


an interest in the firm of 
J.P. Cone and H. C. 
Lettie, both of whom 
were superseded in 
1878 by the present firm 
of Scrafford & Ford.

JOHN E. SMITH, 
farmer, P. OQ.

He 
was born in Saugus, 
Mass., and reared in 
Derry, N. H., where 
most of his life was 
spent. He came from 
there for his first visit to 
Kansas in the fall of 
1857, and in the spring 
of 1858, with a large 
party of friends and 
relatives made his per- 
manent settlement at 
Seneca. [See General 
History of Seneca] Mr. 
Smith married in Bur- 
lington, Vt., Miss 
Agnes Williams, of that 
city. Her father, W. 
Williams, died in her 
infancy, and her mother, 
coming as one of the 
pioneer party to Se- 
neca, died here Septem- 
ber 8, 1858. Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith kept 
"Smith's Hotel" until the 
fall of 1879, when they 
sold it and settled on 
their valuable 320-acre 
farm adjoining the city 
limits of Seneca to the 
west.

these lines, that disaster 
struck twice, both in 
the 20s and 30s. The 
period 1930 to 1938, 
has seen scores of 
Nemaha county farms 
sold under the sheriff's 
hammer, most of the 
properties reverting to 
insurance and loan 
agencies under mort- 
gage. The deflation of 
values was current with 
extreme drought in 
these years, 1934 to 
1937 inclusive. The 
grasshoppers preyed on 
every living green thing 
in 1936 and 1937 but 
were particularly bad in 
°37. While they did not 
darken the skies as the 
did in *73 and *74 they 
worked equal havoc. In 
the great drought of the 
thirties, long to be re- 
membered, farmers 
stripped trees of limbs 
in order to feed their 
famished stock. Count- 
less wells ran dry and 
stock water had to be 
hauled. Streams dried 
up. The government 
bought starving cattle 
of the farmers. 


The same thirties wit- 
nessed extreme unem- 
ployment thoughout 
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the United States, ex- 
tending to the remotest 
hamlets. Under socially 
minded President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, a great 
effort has been made to 
set the wheels of private 
business turning by a 
program of liberal 
spending, both for all 


kinds of relief and public 


projects. 


Greatest net gain to 
Nemaha county is the 
building of farm to mar- 
ket roads which now 
form a network of all- 
weather highways.

He never 
recovered from these 
unfortunate invest- 
ments. In 1879 Mr. 
Taylor published the 
Nemaha County Jour- 
nal, a newspaper de- 
voted to real estate 
matters. 


Mr. Taylor was a 
Democrat, and never 
faltered in his devotion 
to the Democratic 
cause. Coming to Kan- 
sas when he did it re- 
quired strong nerve and 
pure faith to maintain 
those doctrines; but in 
the national election of 
1864 he voted for 
McClellan — a vote he 
believed right, but a 
hopeless ballot jn those 
days when party feeling 
ran high and Democ- 
racy in Kansas was 
rated “treason” by the 
majority! He served in 
the years following as a 
delegate to all kinds of 
Democratic conven- 
tions, local, county, ju- 
dicial district, state; and 
in 1896 went as a dele- 
gate to the Democratic 
National convention in 
Chicago which nomi- 
nated William Jennings 
Bryan for president. 
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Few offices of honor 
came to Mr. Taylor in 
all his political service; 
he was elected probate 
judge of Nemaha 
County and later county 
attorney. He was elected 
on the city council of 
Seneca, and served for 
years as a member of 
the school board of Se- 
neca — was a member of 
the board of education 
at the time of hid death. 
As a member of the 
school board he always 
took an interest in pub- 
lic school matters; and 
many are the teachers 
living today who are 
grateful to him for his 
helpful disposition in 
that nerve-racking pro- 
fession. 


Mr. Taylor was not in 
his later years an active 
lodge man; he encour- 
aged the organization of 
an I.0.0.F. lodge in Se- 
neca in 1864, and was a 
member of the original 
lodge of Masons here. 
He was one of the first 
five trustees of the Uni- 
versalist church of Se- 
neca, and that faith was 
his anchor through all 
the years of his life. His 
tender regard for his 
family, his love of his

children and grandchil- 
dren and the unselfish 
resignation with which 
he bore the affliction 
that came to him in the 
past few years and 
brought death last week 
were an exemplification 
of the helpfulness of his 
Universalist faith.

Mr. Taylor was con- 
scious until the end 
came, and eased the 
care required to minister 
to his wants with unsel- 
fish attempts to share 
the burden.

Mrs. W. H. Wright and 
Miss Ellen Taylor. Be- 
sides the immediate 
family, every brother 
and sister and all the 
grandchildren 
(excepting the last Still- 
well babe) attended the 


funeral on Sunday after- 
noon, which was held 
from the residence of 
his daughter, Miss Dora 
Taylor. The service was 
simple and conducted 
by Rev. H. F. Graham, 
who had been here sup- 
plying the Universalist 
pulpit. Flowers filled 
the death-room, and 
floral tributes were nu- 
merous and beautiful. A 
quartet composed of 
Mrs. H. J. Spaulding, 
Mrs. C. M. Hall, F. G.

ney-at-law and real estate 
agent, was born in Coles 
County, Ill., September 
23, 1833. A few days 
later his father, John Tay- 
lor, removed to San- 
gamon County, Ill. J. P. 
resided in Sangamon, 
Pike and McDonough 
counties, and studied law 
in Macomb, Ill. In 1861, 
located at Seneca, Kan- 
sas, was admitted to the 
bar and began practice. 
Spent 1862-'63 on the Pa- 
cific coast; returned to 
Seneca; was elected Pro- 
bate Judge, and, at the 
expiration of his term 
elected County Attorney, 
practicing law continu- 
ously from 1873-'74, 
since which time he has 
devoted himself to his real 
estate business. Mr. Tay- 
lor married in 
McDonough County, Iil., 
Mary L. Cox, by whom 
he has five children, the 
eldest born in 
McDonough County, IIl., 
and the others in Nemaha 
County, Kan. 


REV. NATHAN 
TAYLOR was born July 
21, 1816, in Stark 
County, Ohio, where he 
attained his early educa- 
tion, afterwards attending 
the high school at New- 
ark, Ohio. He united with 
the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in 1831, and in 
1841 entered upon the 
itinerary; he was first as- 
signed to the states of 
Arkansas and Texas, his 
experience and adven- 
tures along the frontier of 
civilization being of the 
most interesting charac- 
ter. At the end of six 
years he returned to 
Ohio, where he preached 
ten years. In 1857 he 
came to Kansas, locating 
at Baldwin City, then 
called Palmyra. Soon af- 
ter his arrival he was 
made chairman of the 
committee having charge 
of the building of the 
proposed Methodist 
Episcopal College at that 
point. A grant of a sec- 
tion of land having been 
made by the Palmyra 
Town Company, adjoin- 
ing Palmyra, it was laid 
off as a town site by El- 
der Taylor and the com- 
mittee, and named 
Baldwin City, in honor of 
John Baldwin, of Berea, 
Ohio, known as 'Old 
Grindstone John." In 
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1858, the name Palmyra 
was dropped and both 
towns united under one 
name. Under the supervi- 
sion of Mr. Taylor the 
original college building 
was erected. It was of 
stone, 24x40 feet, and 
three stories high.

He was then at 
his own request placed 
on the supernumerary 
list, and in October, 
1877, took the place of 
his son, J. W. Taylor, in 
the mercantile firm of 
Taylor, Galloway & Co.,

George A. Wetmore was 
born near Utica, N.Y.

He emigrated 
to Illinois in 1860 and ten 
years later came to Kan- 
sas. This part of Gilman 
township can boast of as 
many fine homes as any 
similar spot in Kansas, 
and Mr. Wetmore has 
oen of them and 360 
acres of land. 


Samuel Weart came to 
Kansas with his parent in 
1859 at the age of 12 
years and settled in Gil- 
man township which was 
then a part of Richmond.

Completed 
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“The Universalist 
“Old Stone 
Church” Now The 
Seneca Library, 
the Oldest Build- 
ing Still Standing” 
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fistory of Local Churches Dates Back to Late Fifties

The Old Stone Church 


Seneca has two of its origi- 
nal church edifices still stand- 
ing — the Old Stone church, 
the pioneer Universalist 
church, built in 
1866, and the old 
Methodist Church, 
now owned by the 
First Church of 
Christ, Scientist. 
This church was 
built in 1877. The 
Universalist church 
became the Seneca 
Free Library early 
in July, 1931, after 
the Universalist 
society had been 
disbanded several years. 


A silver anniversary, cele- 
brating the granting of the 
Universalist charter, was held 
on May 14, 1892. The exact 
date of the charter was May 
11, 1867. At that time, Rev. J. 
A. Stoner was pastor and his 
wife, Rev. Sara L. Stoner, or- 
dained in 1986, was his able 
assistant. Abijah Wells, a 
charter member, gave the ad- 
dress relating matters of his- 
tory connected with the 
church. IT contains much of 
interest regarding the pioneer 
years in the church and city 
and was published in the local 
papers. He said in part: 

“On May 18, 1857, my 
father’s family, of which I was 
a 17-year old member, arrived 
in this community and settled 


on a Claim at the junction of 
the Nemaha and _ Illinois 
creek. The latter was named 
in honor of the company of 
which my father was one, 
which located homes along 
its tortuous line, in the sum- 
mer of 1855. 


Before our arrival there 
had been occasional services 
held at the cabins of settlers 
by Rev. Thos. R. Newton and 
his father, who belonged to 
the Baptist denomination and 
had settled some time in 
1853 or 1854 on the Nemaha 
north of here, and laid out a 
town called Central City, in 
substantially the same place 
where the Bloss farm now is. 
They worked on their claims 
during the week and 
preached to such as desired to 
hear them on Sunday. 

Soon after our arrival a 
Methodist circuit rider put in 
his appearance and formed a 
class of which my father was 
one — perhaps the leader — 
and held services whenever 
or wherever he deed practica- 
ble. This, as far as my recol- 
lection goes, furnished the 
supply of religious instruction 
and inspiration for several 
years and although these 
preachers followed afar off 
the rules of grammar, compo- 
sition, and rhetoric, they were 
generally men of pure mor- 
als, actuated by an earnest 
desire to do good and materi- 
ally assisted in laying the 
foundations of our present 
social, moral and religious 
prosperity. 

Some time in 1860, Dan- 
iel Foster, a Unitarian clergy- 
man from Boston, located on 


a farm near Centralia and 
preached at that place and oc- 
casionally at Seneca. He was 
the first advocate of Universal 
Hope I ever heard and I was 
attracted both by the logic of 
his preaching and by the no- 
bility of the man. He was de- 
scribed as a man who believed 
in an anti-slavery government 
and in an anti-slavery God. 


To my youthful mind, he 
was the nearest possible ap- 
proach to perfect manhood 
and I now know the influence 
of my acquaintance with him 
has been an inspiration for 
good during the subsequent 
years of my life. He entered 
the army in 1862 as chaplain 
of the 33rd Massachusetts 
which he resigned when the 
enlistment of colored soldiers 
was permitted for the purpose 
of raising a company of col- 
ored men, which he com- 
manded as captain until the 
autumn of 1864 when he was 
killed in a raid in Virginia. 


Sometime in the early six- 
ties, Rev. Charles Parker, a 
Presbyterian minister settled 
at Irving in Marshall county 
and preached occasionally in 
Seneca and, through his influ- 
ence I think, a young many, 
Frank L. Nash, settled here, 
organized a Society and 
preached somewhat regularly 
until the autumn of 1866 
when he left for a more invit- 
ing field and Rev. Charles 
Parker came again to Seneca 
to break the bread of life.
